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Editorial Visits, 

Petaluma is the natural shipping 
point and principal place of business 
for nearly all of Sonoma county. In 
early days it was most. unfavorably 
affected by conflicting land titles; but 
after overcoming this difficulty it en- 
joyed a steady career of prosperity till 
now it stands the ninth city or town for 
size in the state, and is yet steadily 
growing. In all convenient and attract- 
ive features favorable to the growth of 
a large place, it enjoys great advan- 
tages, if we except one: it has no deep 
water communication, but must depend 
upon boats of light draft for export 


or import trade. 


In its educational and religious 
character it ranks high in comparison 
with other places in the state. Its city 
public schools are three in number, 
well graded and officially conducted. 
Besides these there is here located a 
school projected by the Baptists as a 
denominational college, which has se- 
eured for it a fine site and two framed 
buildings. Professor Bailey is at the 
head of this institution, and has about 
thirty pupils in all. Another popular 
school is Professor Lippit’s classical 
and scientific institution, under the 
vigorous control of him whose name it 
bears. Its main building is a large, 
new and conspicuous structure, admir- 
ably arranged, in view of its object. 
The average attendance is now fifty 
scholars. 

In religious aspects, Petaluma we 
think the foremost of all the large 
towns or cities of the state, in view of 
the numbers of its churches and their 
general attendance at worship on the 
Sabbath, compared with the number 
of the inhabitants. There are places 
of worship—church buildings—for the 
Congregationalists, Episcopalians, Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Episcopal Methodists 
South, and Radical Independents. 
They all, except the last, have large 
congregations, good Sabbath schools, 
and either settled or temporary pastors, 
and seem successfully pursuing their 
missions. The last is small, but regu- 
larly meets for worship and mutual 
The Congregationalists 
were organized in early days, either as 
the first church or next to the first in 
the place, and have held steadily on| 
their prosperous way. Their house is 
large and well filled at worship, and 
their present stated supply, Rev. Prof. 
Lippit, is spoken of in terms of high 
appreciation by all. Yet there is one 
thing we have noticed, with some sur- 
prise, among all Congregationalists, 
both at the East and at the West: 
while they have a church polity strictly 
apostolical; a mode of worship the 
most intellectual and ennobling; a 
creed and practice most vitally evangel- 
ical; a history the most splendid in 
modern centuries; an ancestry and a 
present generation always the first in 
earnest efforts to promote christianity, 
liberty, knowledge, justice, all good of 
mankind and the glory of God;—there 


yet seems so little of the adhesive] 


party-sectarianism and denominational 
spirit among them, that, on ‘the’ occa- 
sion of some little internal. difficulty 
which must sometimes be felt by all, as 
some active proselytism from other 
church organizations, after all, many 
desert the infallible but simple standard 
of the scriptures, turn their back upon 
their ancestral“record, ‘renownce co- 
oporation with praying friends, and 
commit themselves and their children 
to some other body through life, there 
becoming ‘able~and yigorous partisan 
workers.

While Petaluma is.on the north-west 
point of the bay, Napa is on ‘the north- 
east, and is well, situated.as the natural 
Port for another valley,-but smaller, 
and famed as one of the most romantic 
in the state, named from its port, Napa 
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Valley. From its nbaieh at the north, 
eight miles wide, it tapers away for fifty 
miles to the north, gradually diminish- 
ing to nothing, lying between splendid 
mountain ranges on each side, admir- 
able in climate, romantic in scenery, 
and rich in soil. 

Through this fine valley is projected 
a railroad to be extended into the Rus- 
sian River Valley ont oward Humboldt 
Bay. This road is now finished for forty 
miles and in admirable running order 
to the famed hot springs of Calistoga. 
The vigor with which this road has 


-been so far carried forward has been 


owing nearly or quite all to the energy 
of Mr. Samuel Brannan, who is a large 
proprietor in the road. Napa has nat 
changed in its religious features during 
the year except in a steady, healthy 
growth. The Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Baptist, and Episcopal churches, all 
have pastors, and are flourishing. Dur- 
ing the summer, Rev. Mr. Wylie, of the 
Presbyterian church, was granted leave 
of absence for a visit to the East. He 
has lately been welcomed back renewed 
in strength and zeal. 

The schools of Napa once bid fair to 
be a leading character in the country, 
but are not’ now remarkably flourish- 
ing, Their public schools are good. 
One female seminary is being well con- 
ducted, and in its increasing patronage 
may attain to permanent success. The 


| Napa Collegiate Institute has not been 


prosperous the past year, and now is 
suspended. We heard that it would 
be opened again in June next. It has a 
noble brick building, occupying a fine 
position, and ought to be a success.

The reported membership shows a gain 
of 1,692 during the year. The net in- 
crease in Sabbath school membership, 
2,620. The total membership of the 
churches, 79,526, divided into 24,734 
male and ‘54,792 female members.) 
Baptisms were 1,928 adult, and 1,072 
infant, Total in the Sabbath schools, 

93,440, with an average attendance of 
62, Of the 496 churehés 307 have 
pastors, 112 actimg pagtors; the num- 
ber of pastors is 7 more than last year. 

The whole shows a goodly record for 
the denomination, and one not 9 be 
ashamed of. :

turies before the Ohio Company, com- 
posed of forty-eight Massachusetts men, 
most of them officers and soldiers of the 
Revolutionary war, eame to this’ spot. 
The “‘ Mound Builders ” were gathered 
here on the banks of the Muskingum, | 
either for concentration and defense or 
what is moré probable, for their sacred | 
worship. Thé broad “ Via Sacra,” so 
named by the Puritan settlers of 1788, 
which leads up from their apparent 
landing place on the Muskingum to the 
square mounds with their inclined as- 
cents on every side, almost reveals to 
our visions throngs of worshippers 
marching up to their, solemn; festivals, 
The high mound in the modern cemete- 
ry, with its fosse and circumvallation, is 
easily conceived to have heen their holy 
ground on whieh only their high priest 
stood. If this idea is a theory, why 
may it not be the key to unlock the mys- 
tery of these strange mounds? If it 
gives a whity fo them all, why may we 
not pursue the investigation on_ this 
line, and at-length connect the mound 
builders of Ohio and’ Dlinois with the 
Aztecs of Central America, and their 
worship with the sun sere of the old 
Incas of Peru? 

It isa pleasant fact that the early set- 
tlers reseryed these mounds from sale 
and private possession, though situated 
in the village, and carefully guarded 
them from the visits and investigations 
of all men—though it is sad to see not 
only a street cutting down the earth 
walls of the ‘‘ Via Sacra,” but to see 
laborers cutting off the only remaining 
section of that wall te make brick. 
The ‘fathéts “did well ‘to save’ all. these 
old monuments, ‘why will not their chil- 
dren in Marietta preserve all that now 
remain? Like our igonoclasm of the 
oldest forests, we destroy in an hour 
what the future centuries will not suf- 
fice to rebuild. ’ 

Marietta, though the oldest town in 
the State, is not among the largest. 
It ranks as a hundred New England 
villages, of which it is a fair type. 
Fronting Virginia, it ‘has shed the light 
of its free schools, its Oongregational

From the Overland Trade Report, pub- 
lished in Hongkong, received by the 
last steamer, we extract the following 
concerning Christianity in Japan: 

The ‘Hiogo’ News gives the following 


translation of an in @ native ac- 


count of the progress of Christianity 
near N ki and of the ‘meastres 
adopted to suppress ‘it, which, it is said, 
resulted in the ortation of a number 
. Since the opening of the Port of Na- 
gasaki, the French, amongst the west- 
ern barbarians, have mainly preached 
the Roman ‘Catholic religion, and the 
English and Americans the Protestant 
Ton. ition to these, there is 
the Greek religion, the Mahomedan re- 
igion, and others, all of which resem- 
ble the former, and are as injurious to 
the State as they are. In O-Ura, at 
Nagasaki, Roman Odtholic and Pro- 
testant churches have ‘been built, and 
the Japanese. are secretly induced to 
join these religions. 

The Roman Catholic religion prose- 
lytizes from the middle down to the 
lowest classes of the inhabitants. The 
Protestant religion chiefly proselytizes 
those in a higher position than the mid- 
dle classes. 

The number of the Roman Catholics 
is as follows: In Uracami near Naga- 
saki, about 2,000 people. In the Ter- 
ritory of Omura, above 150. In the 
Territory of Fercahora in Hizen, above 
150. In Takagama, Shimabura in Hi- 
zen, Amacoma in Hiogo, Hirada in 
Hizen, proselytizing is going on, and 
it is not known exactly how many thou- 
sands there are. 7 

On the evening of the 23d day of the 
sixth month of last year (July 1867) 
the Governor of Nagasaki sent to seize 
the evil ones and threw them into 
prison. The images in the chureh 
which had been erected at Uracami 
were seized at the same time, and en- 
trusted to the charge of the Mayor of 
the village; the officers who were sent 
to apprehend these men brought them 
all, seventy odd in number, to the Gov- 
ernor’s Official residence. Six or seven 
men were left to guard the Mayor’s 
house, but the remainder of the evil 
band, to the number of several hun- 
dred, attacked the place and repos- 
sessed themselves of the images. They 
also seized two officials and two of their 
subordinates as hostages, declaring in 
violent language that they would not 
give them up, unless the prisoners were 
set at liberty ; in consequence of this, 
hundreds of other offenders were left 
alone and not apprehended. 

The people of the next village were 
all of a resolute disposition and always 
observed the principles of loyalty and 
filial piety, although built in a continu- 
ous line with the village of Uracami. 
When the evil fellows of Uracami were 
apprehended, the officials were very 
much afraid and did not force an en- 
trance ; but the people of Nichi thought 
now was the time to do their duty, and 
forced their way amongst the enemy, 
and did good service, 

In Uracami there isa place subject 
to Amura, that place contained some 
of the evil ban 
Amura arrested more than 100 in the 
commencement of September and com- 
mitted them to prison. The evil ones 
who had been apprehended by the Gov- 
ernor of Nagasaki and cast into prison, 
were quietly. summoned by him and 
remonstrated with on their evil conduct; 
but they remained obstinate and gave 
no signs of repentance; on the con- 
trary, they actually begged that they 
might be permitted to openly join the 
Roman Catholic sect. 

As the governors and collectors could 
do nothing with them, on the 14th day 
of the 8th month, the priests from nine 
temples, seven being of the Swinshion 
sect and two of the Teashion sect, were 
summoned to the Governor’s residence 


and asked if they could suggest plans 
for bringing back. the evil fellows of 
Uracami. The priests replied that they 


wo ld give in their answer after mature 
consideration and retired, and the fol- 
lowing day they sent in their reply, 
wich was to the effect that they would 
do their best in exhorting these people 
to change their hearts. 

On the 19th day the collector and 
judges went to Uracami with the priests 
of the nine temples, and tried to ex- 
hort these people, but they were. obsti- 
nate and refused to be convinced in the 
slightest degree, the fact being that as 
they had not been severely dealt with 
up to that time, the evil bands only in- 


ereasedin their obstinacy. 


In the middle of the 6th month, the

At length, after these many silent 
years, it has been proposed to erect a 
monument to this man and his com- 
The proposition thrilled the 
heart of Paris. It was the talk of the 
town for a day. Several of the news- 
papers mentioned the matter. The 
moment, however, when Louis Napo- 
leon’s secret police brought him this 


swore. He forbade the proceedings. 
He arrested a few men. He warned 
all newspapers. He fined some traitors. 
He suspended some papers and im- 
prisoned their owners. He did this to 
them, not because they advocated the 
measure, but because they mentioned 
it merely as news! And now comes out 
the beauty of the new press law. It 
was a lion’s paw gloved. The glove is’ 
torn off, and all the publishers in the 
empire are in the hands of Louis Napo- 
leon’s minions. Ah, well! It looks 
now as though the despot had gone a 
step too far. It would not be strange 
if Napoleon III., before the year 1870, 
should have followed his illustrious 
uncle into deposition and exile. The 
monument to Baudin will rise.

The report mentioned several inipor- 
tant measurés, the passage of which by 
the last Legislature was secured by the 
Commission. One of these measures 
the one was which is known as the 
*« Commutation law,” under which each 
convict is allowed a deduction of some 
days from each month of his imprison- 
ment for good behavior. Another au- 
thorized the prison directors to examine 
into and report upon the cases of cer- 
tain prisoners, and to- recommend for 
pardon such as should be deemed wor- 
thy. Under this the names of 88 were 
shortly presented ‘to the’ Législature, 
the greater part of whom have since 
been released by the Governor. <A bill 
providing for a chaplain at the prison 
failed, on account of a misunderstand- 
ing on the part of some of its friends, 
by which, at a late day, it was thrown 
back, and not. reached again during 
the session. Anappropriation of $1,000 
a year for two years, was also saved. 

Some glaring defects in our prison 
system, even in the penal laws of our 
State, were illustrated by cases of 


actual occurrence, and efforts for their | 


remedy strongly urged upon the Com- 
mission, 

Rey.. Dr, Lucky, principal of the 
State Reform School, delivered an ef- 
fective address upon the subject under 
consideration. He said that byi inquiry 
of the convicts in our State prison, not 
one had been found who was a tota! 
abstainer, and that the crimes of most 
of them could be clearly traced to 
drink, He alluded to the impression 
of some that a convict was without feel- 
ing, and incapable of gratitude for 
kindness shown to him, and in refuta- 
tion of this referred to an oceurrence 
that took place a few years ago in the 
prison at Sing Sing, New York. Gay- 
lord B. Hubbell was for some years at 
the head of that institution as its war- 
den, aad though governing with firm- 
ness, and 80 as to keep all tle prison- 
ers under full control, yet ruled with 
sich mildness and humanity that he 
gained the esteem and love of all who 
were under him. When about to leave 
his position, which the demands of 
party politics compelled him to do, a

The Benicia Flouring Mill. 


A new and most excellent flouring 
mill has recently been erected a little 
distance from the center of Benicia, 
upon one of the rocky promontories 
close to the wharf front, where b 
means of a large and spacious 
wheat can be received from schooners 
and barges direct to the mill, and flour 
sent from the mill directly on board 
vessels at the wharf, thus saving all ex- 

ense of carriage. Messrs. Sherman, 
2 aulding & Cook are the proprietors 
who have built this mill, and are run- 
ning it with good suecess. No pains or 
expense has been spared to erect a mill 
that shall be equal in point of excel- 
lence to any mill on this coast. This 
mill has five run of stone (of California 
manufacture, made by C. F. Traverse, 
and proved to be the best mill stones 
now in use). Four stones for wheat 
and one for feed, and the mill turns out 
200 barrels of flour every 12 hours. 

The engine is one of the best kind 
made at the Stockton foundry, of great 
power, three large boilers furnishing 
the steam to move power. The fly- 


wheel is immense, weighing 14,000 lbs. . 


The end of the main shaft containing 
the belt-wheels rests in solid rock. The 
main upright shaft is 70 feet long. This 
moves all the machinery with a still and 
noiseless power, yet perfectly. All the 
machinery connected with this mill is 
of the most approved character, such as 
smutters, screens, fans, etc., so that the 
wheat, before it is ground, isin the best 
condition. 

As we said, the mill is built upon a 
rocky promontory. The foundation of 
the mill is solid rock, thus giving ease 
and security to the moving power. 

There are seven large bolting wheels 
4 feet in diameter, 24 feet long, and 
are so arranged that the flour can be 
run from 1, 2 or3 stone into one or more 
sets of these wheels as may be wanted. 
Matteson’s flour packer is used alto- 
gether at this mill. 

We noticed a very great improve- 
ment in this mill to the general rule, 
and we believe the only one in the state. 
The mill room where the flour is ground 
is entirely separated from the other 
parts of the mill, thus confining any 
dust from the stones in grinding entirely 
to this room, and also keeping all dust 
from other parts of the mill from effect- 
ing this room, which is neat and clean. 
Here the millers can work with ease and 
comfort, as the working of the stones 
create a heat sufficient to warm the 
room, while the exterior noise, as well 
as the dust, etc., is kept from this room. 
We consider this so great: an improve- 
ment that others may well profit by this 
example. 

This flour ranks high among the peo- 
ple, and sells readily at $5.50 to $6.50, 
superfine, extra and double extra. 

We esteem this mill, from our own 
observation in a careful examination of 
the solid structure of it, and the ex- 
cellent machinery employed, and all 
its interior arrangements, one of the 
best built and most complete mills in 
our state. Its cost was about $60,000, 
and though it has only been running a 
few months, it has made its mark, and 
success will attend i+. Success we say 
will attend it; the proprietors are all 
practical men, business or mechanical, 
and they give it success by their own 
energy and attention.—Cal. Farmer. 


Sweet Potatoes. 


The culture of the sweet potato has 
greatly increased in the West during 
the past few years. The usual way is 
to purchase the plants of market gar- 
deners and others ‘who propagate them 
in hot beds. Where the propagating 
establishments are accessible, it is pro- 
bably cheaper for the furmer to buy his 
plants than to keep the potatoes over 
winter, and undertake the propagation 
of his own plants in the spring. They 
usually sell at very emai prices, 
and the care and trouble, together with 
risk of loss are thus avoided Still, 
those who have hot beds in spring (and 
every one should have) may, with care 
and some experiencé, sprout their own 
potatoes. 

But the difficulty is not alone in th 
Spring treatment of the tubers. It is 
hot every one who has the facilities for 
Wintering them. Most prairie cellars 
are toodamp. The sweet potato must 
be placed in a uniformly dry and warm 
temperature, or it quickly decays. They 
Should not be exposed to more 70

to the house or barn, as is done with 
the Irish potato, but take boxes or bar-

the bottom, then alteraating the pack 
ing material with the potatoes, handling 
them as gingerly as you would eggs. 
boxes..or. barrels must be venti- 
ated. 

This isthe price of sweet potatoes for 
winter use and spring planting; yet few 
will say they dreot worth it all. “They 
form a delicious, healthful table dish, 
and should be found in our households 
long after they disappear in the city 
markets. | 


How to Make Mush. 


One of the earliest literary produc- 
tions of this country, that attracted at- 
tention, was a poem by Joel Barlow, 
entitled ‘‘ The Hasty Pudding.” In it 
he sings the praises of this old New 
England dish and takes exceptions to 
its being called mush, samp, or any 
name except the one our fathers gave 
it. Mush, or hasty pudding, as he 
would ‘have us call it, is an American 
dish, and until lately, has never been 
met with over the water. It dates its 
existence to a time long anterior to the 
landing of the great Italian on our 
shores. 

But, notwithstanding the fact of its 
antiquity, its wonderful cheapness and 
its undisputed excellence, very few peo- 
ple know how to make this dish as it 
should be. The ingredients for a dish 
of mush, are water, salt and corn meal. 
The water should be soft, the salt fine, 
and the meal of the first quality; yellow 
meal gives the best color but white meal 
is the more easily cooked. The water 
should be boiling hot at the commence- 
ment, middle and end of the operation. 
The meal should be added very slowly, 
so as to prevent any lumps being formed, 
and should never be in such quantities 
as would bring down the temperature 
of the water below the boiling point. 
Herein lies the secret of making good 
mush, such as is eaten by the Prairie 
Farmer family, and is pronounced by 
all who eat at its frugal board as truly 
excellent. 

The’ reason that it requires a high 
degree of heat to cook Indian corn is 
that the starch globules are very hard 
and compact, and require more heat to 
expand them than it does the starch 
particles contained in rice. Mush should 
be thoroughly cooked, but the cook 
must guard against its burning by 
constant stirring. 


Greasing Wagons. 


Says an exchange: ‘‘ But few people 
are aware that they do wagons and car- 
riages more injury by greasing too 
plentifully than in any other way. A 
well made wheel will endure common 
wear from ten to twenty-five years, if 
care is taken to use the right kind and 
proper amount of grease; but if this 
matter is not attended to, they will be 
used up in five or six years. Lard 
should never be used on a wagon, for 
it will penetrate the hub and work its 
way out around the tenons of the spokes 
and spoil the wheel. Tallow is the 
best lubricator for wood axletrees, and 
castor oil for iron. Just grease enough 
should be applied to the spindle of a 
wagon to give it a light coating; this is 
better than more, for the surplus put 
on will work out at the ends, and be 
forced by the shoulder bands and nut 
washers into the hub around the out- 
side of the boxes. To oil an iron axle- 
tree, first wipe the spindle clean with a 
cloth wet with spirits of turpentine, 
and then apply a few drops of castor 
oil near the shoulder and end. One 
tea-spoonful is sufficient for the whole.” 

We would add, that for journals on 
which there is a heavy pressure, it is a 
good plan to mix with the oil some 
lamp-black or common soot; powdered 
plumbago or black lead is also em- 
ployed for the same purpose. 


Short Rules in Rural Economy. 


1. Paint all tools exposed to the 
weather, and, if with a light-colored 
paint, they will not heat, warp, or crack 
the least in the sun, 

2. Dip well-seasoned shingles in 
lime-wash, and dry them before laying, 
and they will last much longer and not 
bee>me covered with moss. 

3. In hitching a horse to a common 
rail or worm fence, always select the 
inside corner, which will be more secure 
by its bracing position, and the halter 
will not become entangléd among the 

rojecting ends of the rails as when 
hitehed on the outside corner, 

4. Always tie a halter by making first 
a single loop, and then thrusting the end 
of the halter through thisloop. This is 
quickly untied, and will never come un- 
tied of itself. 

5. Dip the ends of nails into grease, 
and they will drive easily into any hard 
wood, where, otherwise, they would 
double and break. 

6. In screwing nuts into any part of 
machinery in cold weather, be careful 
not te heat them first with the handr, 
or contract after being screwed 
on tight, and become immovable after- 
watd.

Facts in Fruit Culture. 


Dr. Trimble, of Newark, N.J., who 
has paid great attention to fruit culture, 
gives the following as his views—the 
results of many years’ experience: | 

1. ‘Lhat the most successful way to 
conquer the curculio is to gather the 
fruit as it falls, and feed it to the stock 
or destroy it, as it is by this fallen fruit 
that the curculio prapogates its species. 

2. That the fruit of the apple tree 
can be protected from the apple tree 
moth by wrapping around each tree two 
or three times a rope made of straw, 
The moths will harbor in this rope, and 
can then be destroyed. 

_8. That the only way to kill the peach 
tree borer is to cut him out with a knife 
—not only once nase. sn, but-to fol- 
low him up every two weeks until ex- 
terminated. After the first ‘going over’ 
of an orchard, this will be little or no 
trouble, as each tree can be attended to 
in two minutes. 


Tae Currant.—Currants flourish best 
on rich deep soil, somewhat heavy and 
moist. The rows should be six or eight 
feet apart—better eight than less, on 
rich ground—to allow of the thorough 
cultivation and high manuring, and 
although no supports for the bushes 
are essential, yet a single wire stretched 
along the row allows of spreading out 
the plants, fan form, thus admitting 
sun and airand developing the most 
perfect fruit. The grower will find his 
reward for painstaking in the larger 
prices which extra fine fruit always com- 
mands. The only pruning necessary 
is the thinning out of old wood. In 
some regions the currant worm is a 
troublesome enemy, but white helle- 
bore is a sure and rather easily applied 
remedy. The yield should not be less 
than one hundred bushels per acre, and 
prices will usually range from three to 
six dollars per bushel.— Rural N. Yorker. 


Dwarrina Anmats.—lIt is well known 
that climate exercises a great influence 
on the growth of animals, birds, etc., 
and many people have a taste for these 
diminutives. They are ‘‘ more orna- 
mental than useful,” but no one ought 
to begrudge them the pleasure of their 
lives, as they take up but little room in 
the world. If you want to raise a pony, 
make arrangements to have it foaled in 
the fall of the year, so that it will pass 
the first six or eight months of its life 
in cold weather. It will not grow so 
large as if it had been foaled in the 
spring of the year, and invigorated by 
@ summer’s sun. The smaller it is 
when at mature age, the more money it 
will bring in market. If a smaller lap- 
dog is wanted, apply the same rule. 
Chickens hatched in the fall do not 
grow so large as those hatched in the 
summer. If bantams are wanted of a 
more diminutive size, have them hatched 


fied.— Stock Journal. 


How Carrie Live m Kamscuatxa.—

surprising, when it is known that they 
rarely have other fod during the entire 
year.

dull: and at Liverpool 12s 3d @ ctl for the same description 
of grain, These rates are not encouraging; the margin for 
profit too small for the risk of so longa voyage. We need 
rain badly, yet, witbout the years, the ground 
is now sufficiently wet, that with the aid of our usual spring 
rains there is little doubt but that an average grain crop 
will be secured in 1869. There are thousands of acres al- 
ready sown to Wheat, whith are even now promising ; and 
without rains thousands of acres of low lands, which for two 

yearshave lain fallow because of excessive moisture, will 
be tilled and plantéd with Wpeat, while with an abundance 
of rain much high land wil be rendered tillable, which 
would otherwise remain unplowed. The fact of the matter 
is, that with early rains thousands and tens of thousands 
of acres of new land will be prepared for grain in addition 
to those heretofore planted, while without it the crops of 
1869 will equal those of the present year. 

There cominues 4 export demand tor ¥lonr and 
Wheat at hardening prices, which, however, we look upon 
as temporary, for reasons given elsewhere. Barley 1s quiet, 
stock moderate. Oats are in good supply. by reason of free 
Oregon ts. For Wool, Hidesan Tallow the market 
exhibits firmness, owing to limited suppfies. Potatoes and 
B2ans are plenty, while Onions are scarce and high. Dairy 
Products are scarce and dear, Butter of good table varieties 
very difficult to obtain at any price, while Cheeee commands 
extreme quotations. Eggs are becoming more plentiful, 
though high.

This is to be accounted for partly from the 
anxiety of shippers to dispatch their vessels prior to the 
opening of the new year, but more tothe necessity of par- 
ties who had vessels consigned that were under home char- 
ters to return to the United Kingdom with breadstuff. 
These ships had to be disposed of in some way. A few were 
successful in re-chartering, thus turning the loss upon the 
vessel; others were unsuccessful in obtaining charters even 
at considerable abatement from the first charter price, and 
were, therefore, obliged to buy and load Wheat, in order to 
save demurrage, while others have taken advantage of the 
great depression in freights and have chartered vessels at: 
£2 15s, securing grain and Flour therefor. The receipts 
from the interior are at present light, mainly because farm- 
ers are unwilling sellers, now that their grain is safely 
housed for the winter. They have in the past been Cisap- 
ointei in the turn of the market, and foiled and, perhaps 
provoked that they did not or could not sell during the fall 
and summer when prices were up to $1 87)}¢@2 @ ctl. They 
are now resolved to hold until the question of a wet or dry 
winter is solved. Thus it is that with granaries in the 
country filled to repletion and city warehouses loaded, the 
grand total amounting to a surplus for export of five mill 
ions of centals, our farmers are still holding out for prices 
not warranted by any markets with which we are in corres- 
pondence. Our latest Liverpool quotation is 12s 3d PB 100 
bs; New York, $2 35 B® bushel currency for best California 
White Wheat. With these prices staring us in the face, 
and with the dear-bought expenence which some of our 
more wealthy farmers are likely to realize as the result of 
shipments made early last summer, it is wonderful to note 
the persistency with which some people hold out for the 
uttermost price, forgetting entirely that, with the most fa- 
forable season, it can hardly be expected that we shal! have 
sufficient available tonnage at our disposal o carry off the 
surplus grain prior to another harvest. Our millers and

Had 
he confined himself to simple vaticination, h« 
would only have exercised a right, and those 
who pleased might have been governed by hi: 
advice. But when an ignorant scribbler, with- 
out one particle of evidence, and with malice 
prepense, slanders right and left, without rea- 
son, truth or justice, and succeeds in misleading 
many others to their special detriment, he re- 
solves himself into.a. public evil which should 
be abated.
